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City council adopts 


control ordinance 


In the interest of public 
health, safety and welfare, 
Romulus City Council has 
unanimously adopted an 
ordinance providing for the 
regulation, licensing and 
control of large outdoor 
gatherings. 

The provisions of tne 
ordinance call for stricter 
controls on rock festivals 
such as the one held at Goose 
Lake, Mich., earlier this 
month. 

It calls for local licensing 


of gatherings of more than 
5,000 persons and for 
guarantees from promoters of 
adequate police, sanitary, 
medical and fire service. 

The new and Romulus* 
first such ordinance, would 
empower local administrative 
officials to gain court 
.injunctions to end the 
gatherings if drug laws are 
violated or the promoter’s 
conditions are not met. 

This ordinance, approved 
by city council at its Sept. 1 


council session, is patterned 
in the main by one proposed 
at a special governor's 
conference on rock festivals 
held Aug. 22 at the Oakland 
County Building, Pontiac. 

The proposed ordinance at 
the Pontiac conference was 
prepared by Governor 
William Milliken's legal staff 
and offered by Governor 
Milliken to a “standing-room 
audience" of 500 local 
officials to aid those

At the Aug. 25 city council 
meeting following Stewart's 
report, councilmen instructed 
City Attorney John E. Young 
to draft an ordinance 
incorporating the main 
provisions of the governor’s 
proposed ordinance along 
with amendments offered by 
various council members. 

The ordinance adopted at 
the Sept. 1 session is 
published elsewhere in this 
issue. 

The Goose Lake Rock 
Festival, held Aug. 7-9 drew 
200,000 persons from all over 
the country to the Jackson 
site of Goose Lake. 

Romulus's ordinance 
defines “outdoor assembly" 
as any event, attended by 
more than 5,000 attendants, 
all or any part of which 
includes a theatrical 
exhibition, public show, 
display, entertainment, 
amusement or at the 
exhibition, including, but not 
limited to musical festivals, 
rock festivals, peace festivals 
or similar gatherings. 

It does not mean any event 
which is conducted or 
spohsored by a governmental 
agency or unit on publicly 
owned land or property; an 
event which is conducted or 
sponsored by any entity 
qualifying for tax exempt 
status, or any event held 
entirely within the confines 
of a permanently enclosed 
and covered structure. 

Application for a license to 
conduct an outdoor assembly 
must be made on prescribed 
forms and 60 days prior to 
the outdoor assembly. A 
nonrefundable fee of $100 is 
required. 

The new ordinance 
provides a penalty of $100 
fine or 90 days in jail or both 
upon conviction. 


Carmichael reveals results 


By HENRY CANTIN 

The results of an initial 
investigation and survey by 
Romulus’s administrative and 
legislative officials on 
providing" the best available 
police protection for the 
Romulus community" was 
announced this week by 
Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael. 

Details of the city’s inquiry 
on law enforcement other 
than its current police 
personnel, in vol ves 
contractual law enforcement 
was the Wayne County 
Seriff’s Department. 

Mayor Carmichael stressed 
the point that no official 
action has been taken by the 
city as yet and that the city 
council and his immediate 
staff are studying the 
principals and benefits of a 
contractual law enforcement 
for romulus as administered 
by the Wayne County Seriff’s 
Department. 

He added that he and 
council members are listening 
to others on providing law 
enforcement for the 
community. 

In answering criticism 
made by some city residents 
on the city seeking an outside 
law enforcement agency 
whu» liie city has a police 
department of Its own. Mayor 
Carmichael stated that he and 
council were not and do not 
intend to hide anything but 
were endeavoring to procure 
the "best available police 
protection" of the city and 
its residents. 

He added that if and when 
such a contract is approved 
by city council, complete 
details will be presented to 
residents. 

What it means to any 
community to have 
contractual law enforcement 
by experienced and 
well-trained officers was 
explained and detailed in a 
joint disclosure made last 
Friday by Mayor Carmichael 
and A. Frans Heideman, 
director, executive division of 
the Wayne County Sheriff 
Office. 

Talks between the city and 
the county sheriff's 
respresentatives have been on 
a continuing basis since the 
first of August. 

Heideman in commenting 
on the sheriff department’s 
law enforcement facilities and 
staff of 500 officers reported. 

“The nation’s leading law 
enforcement authorities 
including the President’s Task 
Force Report on the Police 
have advocated a locally 
controlled centrally 
coordinated regional police 
service as the most efficient 
and effective method of 
performing the functions of 
law enforcement and 
prevention of crime. 

“Counties throughout the 
United States are providing 
such services to communities 
through contracts." 

Through contract, the 
sheriff’s department is able to 
economically provide 
professional police services 
directed to the overall needs 
but also adjusted to the 
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particular requirements of 
any local community. It 
establishes, in effect, a 
partnership of the 
community and county to 
provide joint services at the 
least cost while both agencies 
retain the power of self 
determiniation and home 
rule, Heideman stated. 

In Romulus, the sheriff’s 
department now provides 
courtesy service that can be 
discontinued at anytime. 
Under a city -approved 
contract, the sheriff’s 
personnel would provide 
continuous 24-hour service. 


In the contract under 
discussion, Romulus would 
be provided with a sheriffs 
complement of 18 men to be 
headquartered in Romulus. 

The services, equipment 
and personnel of the various 
units of the sheriff’s office 
would also be constantly 
available to the city as well as 
specialized services. 

Romulus is currently 
served by a police force 
headed by Police Chief Jacob 
J. Koch. It includes a 
sergeant, a dog warden, two 
office girls, a part time 


janitor and two auxiliary 
police officers. 

The department’s 
bargaining agent, the 
Romulus Police Officers 
Association, has a two-year 
contract approved by the old 
township board. It expires in 
July, 1972. 

Heideman stated that 
current police officers, under 
the sheriffs contract, will be 
taken over by the sheriffs 
office, if they so desired. 
They would be probably used 
in other areas or units of the 
sheriffs department.

Responsible citizens throughout the nation 
should protect the concept that ours is a 
government of laws not of men. We must 
emphasize adherence to laws and respect for 
properly constituted authorities. 

Lawlessness of many types is prevalent 
today. Some Supreme Court decisions provide 
greater protection to the accused than to 
society. These make the teask of law 
enforcement more difficult. 

Many condemn the acts of those who incite 
or participate in riots, defile the flag or burn 
draft cards. We.recognize the right of citizens 
to dissent, but protests and demonstrations 
should nQt interfere with the rights of others 
and must not be permitted to deteriorate into 
civil disorder and anarchy. 

Each individual should be held liable for his 
acts when participating in or inciting such 
disorders. 

We favor stricter enforcement of laws 
protecting private and public property, both 
rural and urban, from losses due to riots, 
vandalism and looting and urge prosecution 
of offenders. 

Our campuses must be returrted to their 
traditional role as centers of reason and 


intellectual pursuit. Student activists, not- 
student extremists, and the faculty members 
who support them in lawlessness of 
interference with the orderly operation of 
educational •institutions have forfeited any 
right to remain in the educational 
community. 


They should be summarily expelled and 
dismissed and if necessary put under peace 
bond not to return. Any who demonstrate in 
syrapa thy with those who have been 
remoted should be suspended or expelled 
depending on their actions. 

Society must be concerned with law and 
order with justice. To accomplish this 
Americans have adopted the policy of 
freedom of speech and press. However, it has 
become alarmingly apparent that the third 
foundation, that of peaceful assembly, is 
disregarded by many and perhaps needs to be 
reiterated. 


These beliefs stem from a belief in the 
republican form of government as provided in 
the in limitations upon government power ; in 
maintenance of equal ; in the right of each 
individual to worship as he chooses; in 
separation of church and state; and in 
freedom of speech, press, but in peaceful 
assembly.

The lack of adequate housing, particularily 
for elderly persons and the underprivileged, 
has become a national disgrace. Congress,

U.S. commitment 
to Israel in balance 

r> 


WASHINGTON - The 
exchanges on the cease-fire 
violations in the Middle East 
show that a dramatic 
expansion of the American 
commitment to the security of 
Israel is the chief consequence 
to date of the Nixon peace 
initiative. 


The paramount thought 
within the administration has 
been that nothing must 
interfere with the diplomatic 
progress towards peace. The 
corollary to this thought is 
that the Israelis must be 
compensated for any real or 
imagined losses in security

District Council activity vital

The role of the public in 
Garden City’s urban renewal 
project has been 
underestimated. 

Two years ago Sept. 16, 
fifteen residents were 
appointed to an Urban 
Renewal District Council. 
They met for the first time 
last week and only four 
members showed up. Their 
two-year terms expire next 
week. 

The District Council could 
have been a valuable asset to 
the city this summer when it 
received a $1,039,000 grant 
from the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) for the 
project. 


When tentative plans for 
the urban renewal area were 
presented in June, concerned 
residents for weeks filled the 
City Council chambers during 
council meetings. The 
residents were cofused and 
hurled questions and 
criticisms at the council and 
Henry E. Graper, urban 
renewal director. 

A petition drive was 
started to stop urban renewal, 
but it eventually fizzled out. 


If the District Council had 
been meeting regularly or 
even occasionally for 
information sessions during 
the last two years, the city 
may have been able to avoid 


the misconceptions and 
confusion over the project. 

Had the District Council 
been kept up to date on the 
plans for the project, the 15 
members could have cleared 
confusion among their 
neighbors and friends. 

The 15 members could 
have had an important role in 
explaining the concepts of 
the project, what it means to 
Garden City in tax dollars, 
why the 22.3 acres around 
the Civic Center were chosen, 
and the regulations and 
requirements of the HUD 
grant. 

For example, some 
residents believed that the 


$1,039,000 had to be repaid 
with interest to HUD. Others 
believed that the city would 
not have to contribute to the 
project. 

The District Council could 
have been informed that the 
grant is on a four-to-one 
matching basis, that Garden 
City would have to 
contribute $300,000 in 
money or improvement 
projects. And that the federal 
grant is not a loan and does 
not have to be repaid. They 
could have spread the word, 
averting rumors from persons 
who had misunderstood the 
program. 

The District Council was 


formed as a requirement in 
applying for the HUD grant 
to show citizen participation. 
It’s main purpose to vote on 

the final plans which will not 
be completed until January, 
and recommend acion to the 
City Council. 


It is unfortunate, I think, 
that Graper and other 
officials did not look beyond 
the primary role of the 
District Council. 


The residents’ ability to 
contribute to the forming of 
the project, and their ability 
to clearly inform the general 
public has been 
underestimated.

The anti-sex education drive is further 
aided by American Opinion Bookstores (Birch Society 
publication outlets) which sell materials from nationally 
recognized extremist groups opposing family life programs. 

Additionally, there are front groups not openly identified 
with MOTOREDE, which use either Birch Society material, 
'tactics, and/or the Birch line.” 

According to an article in the September, 1969 issue of 
Redbook Magazine (pages 79 and 193): “Last January, Robert 
Welch, founder president and policy maker of the Birch 
Society, who will be remembered for his charge that the late 
Dwight Eisenhower was a tool of the Communists, 
characterized sex education as a “filthy Communist plot.” He 
called for “organized, nationwide, intensive, angry and 
determined opposition” to it. 

“Redbook’s purpose in exposing them is not to give blanket 
approval to sex education in any and every form, but to make 
clear the distinction between responsible criticism on the one 
hand and, on the other, those tactics that can only poison the 
air of a community, breed mistrust among parents ar.d 
demoralize teachers and administrators. 

Within a few weeks of Robert Welch’s rally to arms, groups 
calling themselves Motorede (Movement to Restore Decency) 
began popping up around the country, often under the direct 
control of Birchers.”

The 
move w r as buried by a fuzzy 
apprehension that somehow it 
might interfere with the speed 
of the Pentagon’s response to 
a cable for arms from 
Jerusalem. 

The new mood is pushing 
Washington policy towards 
the kind of close knit security 
commitment which the 
Israelis have sought since the 
1967 war The Israelis are 
playing to this new sense of 
concern for their welfare and 
whether the peace iniative 
succeeds or fails, they will 
henceforth enjoy a deeper 
concern for their fate

Citizens' Committee People for Huron pose facts , queries 
responds to letter 


To the Editor: 

Last week’s letter from the 
“People for Huron” was the 
lowest of low blows. 

After communicating with 
several members of the 
“Huron Township Citizens 
Committee I believe these 
people not to be against sex 
education but are for 
responsible sex education 
with decency. 

Tell me, “People for 
Huron”, is the showing of the 
menstrual film to elementary 
co educational children 
without the parents consent 
responsible? One of some 
teachers sent home 
permission slips and some did 
not. (A matter of public 
record: Board Meeting) 

I believe it’s against the 
law. One public official from 
our State Legislature agreed 
with me, with the nod of his 
head in the affirmative 
manner, in the presence of 
some other citizens of Huron 
Township, Democrats and 
Republicans alike. 

“People for Huron”, there 
was not only a discussion on 
venereal disease but the film 
was shown to some 
co-educational students in the 
Junior High, while some 
students in the Huron Senior 
High have not viewed this 
film. 

You mentioned Michigan’s 
State Board of Education 
having something to say 
about sex education. Are you 
refering to the old guidelines 
or the new? 

“The new guidelines are 
for school districts choosing 
to conduct sex education 
programs, since they are not 
required by law.” ‘The 
development of a local 
program should involve, the 
guidelines said, “selected 
members of the school board, 
administration, teaching staff, 
health councils, parents, 
official and voluntary 
agencies, professional and 
religious groups and civic and 
lay organizations.” 

Hurray: these are the very 
guidelines so many of us have 
waited for in Huron 
Township. 

We want our Health Guild 
to have a voice, we want our 
religious groups to guide us, 
parents, teaching staff, school 
board members, civic 
organizations, but we want 
common sense to reign. 

Well not rubber stamp any 
program but devise a program 
that will fit the needs of the 
children of Huron Township. 
Ours’ must be a responsible 
sex education program of 
decency and not one where 
pornography is apt to seep in. 

“Board Member James 
O’Neil approved requirements 
that sex must be taught as a 
separate subject, that parents 
may* have their children 
excused from sex education 


classes, that instruction about 
birth control be banned and 
that “socially deviant 
behavior must be taught as 
socially diviant.”

We, the citizens committee, do not know what policies have 
been added to our old policies by this board of education but, 
our attorney has advised us that all the policies we were given 
were legal. 

The board did establish a work session to update our 
policies. To be exact it was passed :t the April 6, 1970 
meeting. Here it is Sept. 3, five months later. 

How can Mr. Antcliff find fault with the board on the 
condition of the current policies. Who is responsible for this if 
it is not our board? 

It is true a massive building program has been under way but 
why build the schools if the educational platform falls. Isn’t this 
what we re building the schools for When do you put buildings 
ahead of education 

We will not take half truths and running around the 
subjects for answers anymore. We are grown adults. We meet 
problems every day of our lives and feel we can be told the 
truth without going to pieces. 

The lack of supplies has existed in our schools for a number 
of years now. Many teachers take money from their own 
pockets to buy supplies. No, Mr. Antcliff, we will not vote for 
a millage increase when money can be found to give you a five 
percent increase six months after you received your yearly 
increase of $1,000 per year. How about giving back your five 
percent for supplies and field trips. 

The answer to our question on board meetings was another 
evasive answer. The state code says ‘The board shall hold 
regular meetings on the second Monday of each month, or at 
such other times as it may by resolution or by laws provide.” 
The board may in its by laws provide for calling and holding 
special meetings.” Our attorney has quoted ‘The law does not 
restrict us to one board meeting a month. We can have as 
many as we feel necessary for our district.” 

Your attorney is correct in advising you to follow the law 
but, has your attorney advised you that our policy is also law 
and should be followed, which, you admit you have not been 
following. 

Our attorney informs us the State Code on a superintendent’s 
contract is the same whether it is a fourth class or a third class 
district . 

We did not say there was anything illegal about the length 
of time his contract would run. We asked that the first 
three-year contract executed between the board and Mr. 
Antcliff be recognized as the only legal contract in effect at 
this time. You were correct when you stated the contract was 
signed in February. It was tabled at the Jan. 19, meeting and 
passed Feb. 2, which is still after the Feb. 1, deadline. Thank 
you for correcting us. 

In answer to censored materia 1 The parents were informed 
of the movie at Hannan Rd., butlhey were not informed that 
the movie would be viewed by mixed groups. This is just one 
example of your censored material. 

As for the objectional books in our schools, the parents 
would be more than willing to help in this situation. Many 
parents are willing to take part in school but do not know who 
to contact. 

The election proved the books are objectional to many, not 
just a few. What more must they do to convince you.

A proposed new 
federally funded program of 
health care for poor persons 
has been approved by the 
Ways and Means Committee 
of the Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners. 

The program would be 
operated by the out-patient 
department of Wayne County 
General Hospital under a 
three-year, $1,437,302 grant 
available through the 
Michigan Association for 
Regional Medical Programs. 

The Ways and Means 
Committee, meeting Aug. 27, 
also approved two other grant 
applications — for 
$1,043,000 in federal air 
pollution control funds and 
for $91,809 in state funds for 
a home artificial kidney 
training program. 

Ways and Means actions 
are subject to approval by the 
full Board of Commissioners 
which meets Thursday, Sept. 
3. 

Ways and Means also 
approved two drain bond 
issues in the city of Taylor, 
subject to two conditions 
which were imposed on a 9 to 
4 roll call vote, with one 
commissioner abstaining. 

The conditions also need 
approval by the full board. 
They are that the city of 
Taylor: 

1) “complies with all 


federal regulations relative to 
equal employment 
opportunities, and 2) has 
established a human relations 
committee as required by the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development’s federal 
regulations.”

Dinner theater is nothing 
new. The price of star cabaret 
acts has made cut-down 
versions of full Broadway 
productions economically 
feasible in Las Vegas.

Lake trout thrive 
in state waters 


LANSING — A short while 
back. Dr. Wayne Tody, chief 
of the Natural Resources 
Department’s fish division, 
was asked the most 
satisfactory aspect of the 
state's fish management 
program. 

Without much hesitation 
he answered, “The comeback 
of the lake trout.” 

In the face of 
overwhelming success and 
acceptance of the Great 
Lakes salmon program — 
credited in no small part 
today — it seems at first 
glance a strange statement. 
But it’s not. 

Lake trout today are 
providing the most consistent 
fishing action from Saugatuck 
to Mackinac on Lake 
Michigan and Sault Ste. Marie 
to Black River Harbor on 
Lake Superior. And even 
though salmon fishing is 
overshadowing everything in 
the Great Lakes right now, 
when the salmon have run for 
another year, when the 
steelhead runs taper off in 
winter, lakers will still be 
caught. 

Truly, lake trout are a 
year-round fish, offering 
consistently good fishing 
from a boat or on the ice. 

Sea lamprey control and 
eventual tight regulation of 
commercial gill nets spelled 
success for restocking 


programs. Since 1964, the 
federal government has 
supplied more than 24 
million lakers for Michigan 
waters, and most have been 
released along the Lake 
Michigan and Lake Superior 
shorelines. 


Their growth record 
been excellent, also. 


has 


Since 1964, some released 
lakers have grown to 12-14 
pounds. Catches in Grand 
Traverse Bay, for instance, 
where gill netting has been 
forbidden for some years 
now, were averaging around 
9-10 pounds this spring and 
summer. 

Catching them wasn’t 
especially difficult, and a 
good many charterboat 
skippers, especially on the 
Lake Superior shoreline, are 
again guaranteeing catches to 
customers. No lake trout, no 
pay. At least one skipper in

For the most part, 
however, lake trout fish is 
built for wire line, lots of lead 
weight or, a later device the 
downrigger. Usually, salmon 


boats will pick up lake trout, 
too, if they are trolling near 
the bottom. 

If it’s vour first time out, a 
professional charterboat is a 
good beginning to learning 
both methods and the best 


fishing grounds. Included in 
this story is a list of lake 
trout license holders from the 
state Department of Natural 
Resources. 

This list does not include 
all charterboats, however. 


since a good many 
professional sport fishermen 
don’t know the law requires 
they possess the $11 permit. 
The permit was authorized 
back in the earlier days of 
lake trout fishing, ostensibly 
to keep a tab of the number 


of lakers caught. Technically, 
charterboats aren’t supposed 
to keep lake trout unless they 
have one of these licenses. 

Just about anywhere along 
the two lakes’ shorelines will 
produce lake trout, also. But 


some good bets are Grand 
Traverse Bay and Little 
Traverse Bay on Lake 
Michigan and Grand Marais, 
Munising, Marquette, 
Keweenaw Bay and Black 
R^ver Harbor along Lake 
Superior.

AN ORDINANCE TO LICENSE, REGULATE AND 
CONTROL, IN THE INTEREST OF THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH, SAFETY AND WELFARE, OUTDOOR 
GATHERINGS OF PERSONS IN EXCESS OF 5,000 IN 
NUMBER, TO PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR 
VIOLATIONS THEREOF AND TO REPEAL ALL 
ORDINANCES OR PARTS OF ORDINANCES 
INCONSISTENT THEREWITH. 


THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Preamble. The City Council of the City of 
Romulus finds and declares that the interests of the 
public health, safety and welfare of the citizens of the 
City of Romulus require the regulation, licensing and 
control of the assemblages of large numbers of people in 
excess of those normally drawing upon the health, 
sanitation, fire, police, transportation, utility and other 
public services regularly provided in the City of 
Romulus. 

Section 2. Definition. 

a. “Outdoor Assembly”, hereinafter referred to as 
5,000 attendants, all or any part of which includes a 

theatrical exhibition, public show, display, entertainment 
exhibition, public show, display/ entertainment, 
amusement or other exhibition, including, but not 
limited to musical festivals, rock festivals, peace festivals 
or similar gatherings, but does not mean: 

1. An event which is conducted or sponsored 
by a governmental unit or agency on publicly 
owned land or property; or 

2. An event which is conducted or sponsored 
by an entity qualifying for tax exempt status 
under Section 501 (c) (3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, being 26 U.S.C. 501 (c) (3), as 
incorporated by reference in Section201 of the 
Michigan Income Tax Act of 1967, Act 281 of the 
Public Acts of 1967, being Section 206.201 of the 
Compiled Laws of 1948; or 

3. An event held entirely within the confines of 
a permanently enclosed and covered structure. 

b. “Person” means any natural person, partnership, 
corporation, association or organization. 

c. “Sponsor” means any person who organizes, 
promotes, conducts, or causes to be conducted an 
outdoor assembly. 

d; “Attendant” means any person who obtains 
admission to an outdoor assembly by the payment of 
money or by the rendering of services in lieu of the 
payment of money for admission. 

e. “Licensee” means any person to whom a license is 
issued pursuant to this ordinance. 

Section 3. A person shall not sponsor, operate, 
maintain, conduct or promote an outdoor assembly in 
the City’ of Romulus unless he shall have first made 
application for, and obtained, as hereinafter prescribed, 
a license for each such assembly. 

Section 4. Application for License. Application for a 
license to conduct an outdoor assembly must be made in 
writing on such forms and in such forms and in such 
manner as prescribed by the Clerk of the City of 
Romulus and shall be made at least 60 days prior to date 
of the proposed assembly. Each application shall be 
accompanied by a nonrefundable fee of S100.00 and 
shall include at least the following: 

a. Name, age, residence and mailing address of 
the person making the application. (Where the 
person making the application is a partnership, 
corporation or other association, this information 
shall be provided for all partners, officers and 
directors, or members. Where the person is a 
corporation, a copy of the articles of 
incorporation shall be Tiled, and the names and 
addresses shall be provided of all shareholders 
having financial interest greater than $500.00. 

b. A statement of the kind, character, and type 
of proposed assembly. 

c. The address, legal description and proof of 
ownership of the site at which the proposed 
assembly is to be conducted. Where ownership is 
not vested in the prospective licensee, he shall 
submit an affidavit from the owner indicating his 
consent to the U9e of the site for the proposed 
assembly. 

d. The date or dates and hours during which the 
proposed assembly is to be conducted. 

e. An estimate of the maximum number of 
attendants expected at the assembly each day it is 
conducted and detailed explanation of the 
evidence of admission which will be used and of 
the sequential numbering or other method which 
will be used for accounting purposes. 

Section 5. Each application shall be accompanied by 
a detailed explanation, including drawings and diagrams 
where applicable, of the prospective licensee’s plans to 
provide for the following: 

a. Police and fire protection. 

b. Food and water supply and facilities. 

c. Health and sanitation facilities. 

d. Medical facilities and services including 
emergency vehicles and equipment 

e. Vehicle access and parking facilities 

f. Camping and trailer facilities. 

g. Illumination facilities. 

h. Communications facilities 

i. Noise control and abatement 

j. Facilities for clean-up and waste disposal 

k. Insurance and bonding arrangements 


In addition, the application shall be accompanied by 
a map or maps of the overall site of the proposed 
assembly. 

Section 6. On receipt by the Clerk, copies of the 
application shall be forwarded to the chief law 
enforcement and health officers of the City of Romulus, 
the state fire marshall, and to such other appropriate 
public officials as the clerk deems necessary. Such 
officers and officials shall review and investigate matters 
relevant to the application and within 20 days of receipt 
thereof shall report their findings and recommendations 
to the Romulus City Council. 

Section 7. Within 30 days of the filing of the 
application, the Romulus City Council shall issue, set 
conditions prerequisite to the issuance of, or deny, a 
license. The Romulus City Council may require that 
adequate security or insurance be provided before a 
license is issued. Where conditions are imposed as 
prerequisite to the issuance of a license, or where a 
license is denied, within 5 days of such action, notice 
thereof must be mailed to the applicant by certified 
mail, and, in the case of denial, the reasons therefor shall 
be stated in the notice. 

Section 8. A license may be denied if: 

1. The applicant fails to comply with any or all 
requirements of this ordinance or with any or all 
conditions imposed pursuant hereto, or with any 
other applicable provision of state or local law; or, 

2. The applicant has knowingly made a false, 
misleading or fraudulent statment in the 
application or in any supporting document. 

Section 9. A license shall specify the name and 
address of the licensee, the kind and location of the 
assembly the maximum number of attendants 
permissable. the duration of the license and any other

conditions imposed pursuant to this ordinance. It shall 
be posted in a conspicious place upon the premises of 
the assembly, and shall not be transferred to any other 
person or location. 

Section 10. In processing an application the Romulus 
City Council shall, at a minimum, require the following: 

a. Security Personnel. The licensee shall employ 
at his own expense such security personnel as are 
necessary and sufficient to provide for the 
adequate security and protection of the maximum 
number of attendants at the assembly and for the 
preservation of order and protection of property 
in and around the site of the assembly. No license 
shall be issued unless the chief law enforcement 
officer for the City of Romulus in cooperation 
with the Director of State Police is satisfied that 
such necessary' and sufficient security personnel 
will be provided by the licensee for the duration of 
the assembly. 

b. Water facilities. The licensee shall provide 
portable water, sufficient in quantity and pressure 
to assure proper operation of all water using 
facilities under conditions of peak demand. Such 
water shall be supplied from a public water 
system, if available, and if not available, then from 
a source constructed, located, and approved in 
accordance with Act 294, Public Acts of 1965, 
and the rules and regulations adopted pursuant 
thereto, and in accordance with any other 
applicable state or local law, or from a source and 
delivered and stored in a manner approved by the 
City of Romulus health officer. 

c. Restroom Facilities. The licensee shall 
provide separate enclosed flush-type water closets 
as defined in Act 266, Public Acts of 1929, and 
the rules and regulations adopted pursuant thereto 
and in accordance with any other applicable state 
or local law. If such flush-type facilities are not 
available, the City of Romulus health officer may 
permit the use of other facilities which are in 
compliance with Act 273, Public Acts of 1939, 
and the rules and regulations adopted pursuant 
thereto, and in accordance with any other 
applicable state or local law. 

The licensee shall provide lavatory and drinking 
water facilities constructed, installed, and 
maintained in accordance with Act 266 of the 
Public Acts of 1929, and the rules and regulations 
adopted pursuant thereto, and in accordance with 
any other applicable state or local law. All 
lavatories shall be provided with hot and cold 
water and soap and paper towels. The number and 
type of facilities required shall be determined, on 
the basis of the number of attendants, in the 
following manner: 


Facilities Male Female 

Toilets 1:300 1:200 

Urinals 1:100 

Lava tones 1:200 1:200 

Drinking Fountains 1:500 

Taps or Faucets 1:500 


Where the assembly is to continue for more than 12 
hours, the licensee shall provide shower facilities, on the 
basis of the number of attendants, in the following 
manner: 

Facilities Male Female 

Shower Heads l : ioo 1:100 

All facilities shall be installed, connected, and 
maintained free from obstructions, leaks and defects and 
shall at all times be in operable condition as determined 
by the Romulus City health officer. 

d. Food Service. If food service is made 
available on the premises, it shall be delivered only 
through concessions licensed and operated in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 269, Public 
Acts of 1968, and the rules and regulations 
adopted pursuant thereto, and in accordance with 
any other applicable state or local law. 

If the assembly is distant from food service 
establishments open to the public, the licensee 
shall make such food services available on the 
premises as will adequately feed the attendants. 

e. Medical Facilities. If the assembly is not 
readily and quickly accessible to adequate existing 
medical facilities, the licensee shall be required to 
provide such facilities on the premises of the 
assembly. The kind, location, staff strength, 
medical and other supplies and equipment of such 
facilities shall be as prescribed by the City of 
Romulus health officer. 

f. Liquid Waste Disposal. The licensee shall 
provide for liquid waste disposal in accordance 
with all rules and regulations pertaining thereto 
established by the City of Romulus health officer. 
If such rules and regulations are not available or if 
they are inadquate, then liquid waste disposal shall 
be in accordance with the United States Public 
Health Service Publication No. 526, entitled, 
“Manuel of Septic Tank Practice.” If liquid waste 
retention and disposal is dependent upon pumpers 
and haulers, they shall be licensed in accordance 
with Act 243, Ptiblic Acts of 1951, and the rules 
and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, and in 
accordance with any other applicable state or local 
law, and, prior to issuance of any license, the 
licensee shall provide the City of Romulus health 
officer with a true copy of an executed agreement 
in force and effect with a licensed pumper or 
hauler, which agreement will assure proper, 
effective and frequent removal of liquid waste 
from the premises so as to neither create nor cause 
a nuisance or menace to the public health. 

g. Solid Waste Disposal. The licensee shall 
provide for solid waste storage on, and removal 
from, the premises. Storage shall be in approved, 
covered, fly tight and rodent proof containers, 
provided in sufficient quantity to accommodate 
the number of attendants. Prior to issuance of any 
license, the licensee shall provide the City of 
Romulus health officer with a true copy of an 
executed agreement in force and effect with a 
licensed refuse collector, which agreement will 
assure proper, effective and frequent removal of 
solid waste from the premises so as to neither 
create nor cause a nuisance or menace to the 
public health. 

The licensee shall implement effective control 
measures to minimize the presence of rodents, 
flies, roaches and other vermin on the premises. 
Poisonous materials, such as insecticides or 
rodenticides shall not be used in any way so as to 
contaminate food, equipment, or otherwise 
constitute a hazard to the public health. Solid 
waste containing food waste shall be stored so as 
to be inaccessible to vermin. The premises shall be 
kept in such condition as to prevent the harborage 
of feeding of vermin. 

h. Public Bathing Beaches. The licensee shall 
provide or make available or accessible public 
bathing beaches only in accordance with Act 218, 
Public Acts of 1967, and the rules and regulations 


adopted pursuant thereto, and in accordance with 
any other applicable provision of state or local 
law. 

i. Public Swimming Pools. The licensee shall 
provide or make available public swimming pools 
only in accordance with Act 230, Public Acts of 
1966, and the rules and regulations adopted 
pursuant thereto, and in accordance with any 
other applicable provision of state or local law. 

j. Access and traffic Control. The licensee shall 
provide for ingress to and egress from the premises 
so as to insure the orderly flow of traffic onto and 
off of the premises. Access to the premises shall be 
from a highway or road which is a part of the 
county system of highways or which is a highway 
maintained by the State of michigan. Traffic lanes 
and other space shall be provided, designated and 
kept open for access by ambulance, fire 
equipment, helicopter and other emergency 
vehicles. Prior to the issuance of a license, the 
Director of the Department of State Police and the 

Director of the Department of State Highways 
must approve the Licensee’s plan for access and 
traffic control. 

k. Parking. The licensee shall provide a parking 
area sufficient to accommodate all motor vehicles, 
but in no case shall he provide less than one 
automobile space for every four (4) attendants. 

l. Camping and Trailer Parking. A licensee who 
permits attendants to remain on the premises 
between the hours of 2 a.m. and 6 a.m. shall 
provide for camping and trailer parking and 
facilities in accordance with Act 171, Public Acts 
of 1970, and the rules and regulations adopted 
pursuant thereto, and in accordance with any 
other applicable provision by state or local law. 
While Act 171 does not become effective until 
January 1, 1971, for purposes of this ordinance, 
its provisions shall be effective and applicable 
upon the adoption of said ordinance. 

m. Illumination. The licensee shall provide 
electrical illumination of all occupied areas 
sufficient to insure the safety and comfort of all 
attendants. The licensee’s lighting plan shall be 
approved by the City of Romulus Electrical 
Inspector. 

n. Insurance. Before the issuance of a license, 
the licensee shall obtain public liability insurance 
with limits of not less than $100,000.00 and 
property damage insurance with a limit of not less 
than $50,000.00 from a company or companies 
approved by the Commissioner of Insurance of the 
State of Michigan, which insurance shall insure 
liability for death or injury to persons or damage 
to property which may result from the conduct of 
the assembly or conduct incident thereto and 
which insurance shall remain in full force and 
effect in the specified amounts for the duration of 
the license. The evidence of insurance shall include 
an endorsement to the effect that the insurance 
company shall notify the clerk of the City of 
Romulus in writing at least 10 days before the 
expiration or cancellation of said Insurance. 

o. Bonding. Before the issuance of a license the 
licensee shall obtain, from a corporate bonding 
company authorized to do business in Michigan, a 
corporate surety bond in the amount of 
$50,000.00, in a form to be approved by the City 
of Romulus attorney, conditioned upon the 
licensee’s faithful compliance with all of the terms 
and provisions of this ordinance and all applicable 
provisions of state or local law, and which shall 
indemnify the City of Romulus, its agents, 
officers, and employees and the Romulus City 
Council against any and all loss, injury or damage 
whatever arising out of or in any way connected 
with the assembly and which shall indemnify the 
owners of property adjoining the assembly site for 
any costs attributable to cleaning up and/or 
removing debris, trash, or other waste resultant 
from the assembly. 

p. Fire protection. The licensee shall, at his own 
expense, take adequate steps as determined by the 
state fire marshall, to insure fire protection. 

q. Sound producing equipment, including but 
not limited to, public address systems, radios, 
phonographs, musical instruments and other 
recording devices, shall not be operated on the 
premises of the assembly so as to be a nuisance or 
disturbance to the peace and tranquility of the 
citizens of Romulus. 

r. Fencing. The licensee shall erect a fence 
completely enclosing the site, of sufficient height 
and strength as will preclude persons in excess of 
the maximum permissible attendants from gaining 
access and which will have sufficient gates 
properly located so as to provide ready and safe 
ingress and egress. 

s. Communications. The licensee shall provide 
public telephone equipment for general use on the 
basis of at least one unit for each 1,000 
attendants. 

t. Miscellaneous. Prior to the issuance of a 
license, the Romulus City Council may impose any 
other condition (s) reasonably calculated to 
protect the health, safety, welfare and property of 
attendants or of citizens of the City of Romulus 

Section 11. Revocation. The .tomulus City Council 
may revoke a license whenever the licensee, his 
employee or agent fails, neglects or refuses to fully 
comply with any and all provisions and requirements set 
forth herein or with any and all provisions, regulations, 
ordinances, statutes, or other laws incorporated herein 
by reference. 

Section 12. Violations. It shall be unlawful for a 
licensee, his employee, or agent, to knowingly: 

A. Advertise, promote or sell tickets to, 
conduct, or operate an assembly without first 
obtaining a license as herein provided. 

b. Conduct or operate an assembly in such a 
manner as to create a public or private nuisance. 

c. Conduct or permit, within the assembly, any 
obscene display, exhibition, show, play, 
entertainment or amusement. 

d. Permit any person on the premises to cause 
or create a disturbance in, around, or near the 
assembly by obscene or disorderly conduct. 

e. Permit any person to unlawfully consume, 
sell, or possess, intoxicating liquor while on the 
premises. 

f. Permit any person to unlawfully use, sell, or 
possess any narcotics, narcotic drugs, drugs or 
other substances as defined in Act 343, Public 
Acts of 1952. 

Any of the above enumerated violations is a separate 
offense, is a nuisance per se immediately enjoinable in 
the circuit courts, and, is punishable by imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than 90 days or by a fine of 
not more than $100.00, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

It is further provided that any of the above violations 
is a sufficient basis for revocation of the license and for 


the immediate enjoining in the circuit court of the 
assembly. 

Section 13. Severability. If any portion of this 
ordinance or the application thereof to any person or 
circumstances shall be found to be invalid ’by a court, 
such invalidity shall not affect the remaining portions or 
applications of this ordinance which can be given effect 
without the invalid portion or application, provided Such 
remaining portions are not determined by the court to 
be inoperable, and to this end this ordinance is declared 
to be severable. 

Section 14. Effective Date. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 
This ordinance shall be effective immediately upon 
publication.

Unemployment up 
July figures show 


William R. Ford. Director 
of the Michigan Employment 
Security Commission, said 
today that about one worker 
for every eleven in Michigan’s 
labor force was unemployed 
in July for a total of 328,000 
people unemployed and a 
resulting increase of the 
unemployment rate to 9.1 
percent compared with 
281,000 unemployed or 7.7 
percent unemployment rate 
for the month of June. 

Ford said the 1970 July 
rate was the highest for that 
month since 1961 when 10.0 
percent of the labor force 
were unemployed. 

Employment in the state 
declined by over 100,000 in 
June and July, with nearly 
half of the reduction 
occurring in the motor 
vehicle industry. Heavy' 
short-terms layoffs took place 
throughout the 
manufacturing sector because 
of the annual model 
changeover activities. Total 


manufacturing employment 
fell by 66,000 in July.

“Employment in 
government sector 
recorded a short decline with 
an increase of 36,000 
throughout the state. v.ost of 
the personnel reductions 
occurred in education and 
related employment as school 
staffs were cut for the 
summer. 

“It is anticipated that the 
current level of 
unemployment will mark the 
high point for this year and 
that the idle labor force 
surplus will decline in August 
and September. Michigan 
traditionally reaches its high 
unemployment mark for the 
year during the summer 
months when model 
changeover layoffs are at 
their peak. This year’s 
unemployment activity is 
within this pattern, and we 
believe the substantial 
increase in unemployment 
.ince May to be a temporary’

seasonal fluctuation rather 
than a long-term worsening of 
the labor market situation. 

Ford reported that the 
number of unemployed in the 
Detroit Tri-County area rose 
by 17,000 in July to 150,000 
or 8.7 percent of the labor 
force. The 8.7 percent rate 
was also the highest since 
July 1961, when 11.0 percent 
of the Detroit area labor 
force were unemployed. 

The Detroit area followed 
the Michigan pattern in July. 
Employment in Detroit fell 
by 53,000 with about a 

21.000 decrease in motor 
vehicle employment. 
Government reported an over 

18.000 decline with most of 
the losses in the educational 
sector. 

“Detroit, like the state as a 
whole, should show 
improvement in its 
unemployment situation 
during the next couple of 
months,” he concluded.
